Pope Paul expressed in several 
pessimistic speeches his frus- 
tration at not achieving results.

Although all arc engaged in 
providing help in the home, 
many different job titles are 
used: general maid, or day 
worker:

infant's nurse, baby sitter, 
home housekeeper, working 
housekeeper, f a r m house- 
keeper, cook, cook's helper, 
laundress, companion, gov- 
erness and many others.

Almost all household work- 


ers spend most of their work- 
ing tune in their employer's 
home, although few "live 
in." Most are employed in 
city areas.

are neat, clean and in good 
health. Some require their 
household workers, partic-

children is essential in many 
of the jobs 


Advancement, other than 


a wage increase, is general- 
ly not available, although 
career-minded p e r s o n s 
change from time to time to 
homes where jobs requiring 
more skills are available. 


Employment opportunities 


are expected to be excellent 
all through the 1970s. In addi- 
tion to new jobs that will be 
created as the economy ex- 
pands,

openings will occur each year 
as workers retire or leave 
for other reasons. Retire- 
ments and deaths are ex- 
pected to result In at least 
150,000 openings annually. 


Employment of these peo- 


ple also is expected to in- 
crease moderately as family 
incomes, and the number of 
wives and mothers working 
outside the home, continue to 
rise. 


Well - trained, 
competent 


household workers are ex- 
pected, in fact, to be in great 
demand. 


There is a great variance

If they could crack It, the so- 


lution could have worldwide sig- 
nificance. 


They said so Thursday In re- 


Iterating their confidence the 
United States will be spared any 
nationwide epidemic of flu this 
winter, despite the mounting In- 
fluenza crisis 
affecting wide 


areas of Europe. 


Indeed, the medical experts 


said, it's unlikely there will be 
more than sporadic or limited 
outbreaks In America, like some 
that have occurred already In 
Alaska and Puerto Rico. 


Recalling last winter's epi- 


demic of Hong Kong flu that 
sickened 
many thousands of 


Americans and killed at least 
3,800, the experts said limy are 
puzzled by questions like these: 


Why were six states— Missis- 


sippi, Oklahoma, Texas, Wis- 
consin, Nebraska and Hawaii— 
virtually by-passed by the wave 
of Hong Kong virus, technically 
known as A-2-19G8? 


And will those same states 


have the same experience again 
— although 
now 
theoretically 


susceptible 
to sporadic out- 


breaks from tills year's reap- 
pearance of the same virus? 


Most residents of the othei 44 


states are now tfmjjorarily im- 
mune to the wily microbe, sim- 
ply because they were infected 
last winter. 


In coot last, last winter's epi- 


deinic struck relatively few peo- 
ple In Europe, thereby leaving 
thousands vulnerable to attack 
this winter. 


It is possible the six by-passed 


states will essentially escape 
again this winter for the same 
still undetermined reason they 
did d year ago, said Dr. James 
O. Mason, deputy director of the

Health Service's 


Communicable Disease Cen'er 
(CDC) 
in Atlanta, Ga.

ter, Mason said, there may also 
be "sporadic outbreaks" of an- 
other type of Influenza—called 
Type-B— In communities rela- 
tively untouched by tills type 
last winter, 


Type-B, which mainly affects 


school-age children, Is one of 
several forms of traditional In- 
fluenza which cropiied up per- 
iodically long before the so- 
called Asian and Hong Kong 
strains appeared.
